It has been 
hinted that the marshal failed m bis 
doty in the proBecntion of this case, 
otherwise the Mexican revolutionists 
would not have been able to elude tho 
troops. 


There have been frequent reports 


•within tho past fow days that rivalry 
exists botivoon the committee on waya 
aud means and coinage, weights and 
JMeaaures as to tho matter of precedence 
in the house. Chairman Springer of 
the Ways and Means committee does 
not think it is a mutter of any impor- 
tance which particular bills receive first 
consideration in the bonae. 


The Retiring sea negotiations seem to 


be progressing a trifle more vigorously 
now that the matter of Canadian recip- 
rocity ia disposed of «nd Secretary 
Elaine and Sir Julian Fauoceforte are 
able to devote more attention to the 
qneition. The joint commission had an 
hour's conference with Secretary Blalne 
and the Brutish minister at the state de- 
partment this morning, and at its con- 
clusion the commission resumed its 
kwsnion. It ia surmised that an effort 
IB being made to complete the work of 
the comatosion by the time Salisbury ia 
ready to act in the matter of the treaty of 
Arbitration now before him, in order 
that there may be no unnecessary delay 
in reaching an agreement as to a re- 
newal of the the modus vivendi. 
It is understood that the Behring sea. 


and Canadian reciprocity questions were 
conaidered_at the meeting of the cabinet 
today. A large number of gentlemen, 
--incipaUy representatives of the New 


committee adjourned until tomorrow 
morning, when, it is understood, Kepw- 
eentative Uochran will call up for favor- 
able report the bill reducing duty on bar- 
ley to the original rate iii effect before 
the pustge of the McKiuley bill. 


The committee on elections of presi- 


dent and vice president and members of 
eongreafl, reported a joint resolution pro- 
posing a constitutional amendment for 
the election of senators by the people in 
the several states. Referred to the house 
calendar. 


The bill authorizing rail way companies 
to grant reduced rates to commercial 
travelers was called up, bat went over 
until tomorrow without action. 


The nnti-silver men in the house, un- 


der the leadership of Tracy of New York, 
are now filibustering against the mo- 
tion to take np the Russian relief resolu- 
tion now on tho calendar as unfinished 
business, their object being to prevent 
the disposition of the measured in ad- 
vance of the silver bill on that calendar, 
and thereby delay action on that bill. 
After considerable filibustering by Tracy 
the question recurred on the motion to 
table the motion to reconsider the vote 
by which the Russian resolution waa in- 
definitely postponed. 
It was tabled 


without division, thus finally defeating 
the measure. The house then adjourned.

Yoork Produce exchange and New Or- 
leans Cotton exchange, were before the 
senate judiciary committee this morn- 
ing to preaent their views relative to the 
Waahburn anti-option bill.

CONGRESSIONAL. 


SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, February 16.— The Ben- 


ate passed the bill appropriating $500,000 
for a public building at Salt Lake, Utah. 


The vice president laid before the sen- 


ate Sherman's credentiala for the term 
commencing March 4, 1893, and they 
were read and placed on 
file. 
. 
The finance committee reported back 


adversely the bill to provide an income 
tax to pay pensions and tne salaries ol 
postmasters, Vance stating that (he sen- 
ate had no constitutional power to origi- 
nate auch a measure. The bill was in- 
definitely postponed. The senate then 
proceeded to the consideration of the 
urgent deficiency bill, which waa passed. 
It adds $200,000 to the deficiency for 
census, $50,000 for division of farms, 
homes and mortgages anil increases the 
item for the subsistence of the bioax 
from $115,514 to $H3,H4. 


The committee on Idaho contested 


election reported in favor oi seating 
Dabois aud against Claggettin executive 
session.

HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON, February 16.— Donations 


of the Western Farmera and Millers to 
the atarvl-ig millions of Russia have at 
last served a practical purpose in tho 
house. They Borved at Bludgeon for tho 
cold men to oppose for five hours tho 
ateady march of the lower house toward 
free coinage legislation. In 
today's 


struggle politics had no place, fihbGBt- 
erer and all tho opponents being alike 
members of the Democratic party. 
Tracey of New York had the -fight 
against the consideration of the resolu- 
tions authorizing the transportation of 
food donations to the starving Russians, 
but did it simply because he desired to 
keep as many measures aa possible m 
the way' ot the Bland free coinage bill. 
There are now the Russian relief resolu- 
tion and several other measures on the 
calendar of unfinished business, and it 
ia the plan of Tracey and his followers 
to filbnater against all these measures, in ; 
order to prevent the free coinage bill 
ever being reached on the calendar and 
passed by tho house. The free coinage 
men may, however, force a vote on the 
Bland bill before it *an paaa to the cal- 
endar 
of unfinished business, which 


would be" within two days after being 
reached in the order of consideration. 


Tho appropriation committee of the 


house today provided for the conduct of 
the investigation authorized by the house 
into the expenditures made from money 
appropriated by the movement in aid of 
the world's lair project at Chicago. 
Chairman Holman waa authorized to 
designate tho sub-committee to make 
the investigation. He named the sub- 
committee having incbargethe District 
of Columbia appropriation bill to make 
'the investigation. The members are 
Dockery of Missouri, Oompton of Mary- 
land, Breckenridfte of Arkansaw, Hen- 
derson of Iowa, and Cogswell of Massa- 
chusetts. The snb-committoo was in- 
structed to prosecute ita inquiry in 
Washington and not visit Chicago unless 
subsequently anthorizad to by the full 
committee. It was instructed to inquire 
into and report to the full committee all 
the facts it ascertains, omitting any 
recommendations of significance. 


At a meeting of the ways and means 


committee this morning, by a strict party 
vote, the Springer free wool bill, the 
Bryan free binding twine bill and Trirn- 
er'a bill placing cotton ties, cotton ban- 
ging and machinery for the manufacture 
•of the same on the free list, were all or- 
dered favorably reported. These meas- 
ures bave already been published. The

Tlie First Two Knocked Out in aa 


Many Minutes, but Lannon 


Stays Longer. 


Opposed by the Nurserjmeu'e Asso- 


ciation. 


SAK Fiiixcisco, February 15. — A 


Washington apodal eays: The Nnrsery- 
men'fl association of the United States, 
throUEh its secretary, Charles Qreen of 
Eoehester, N.Y., has published a circu- 
lar and distributed it in Washington op- 
posing Caminetti'a bill to regulate tho 
international aud interstate traffic in 
nnraery plants, ihe design of which ia to 
prevent the intiodnction or tpread of 
plants infected with germs oi disease. 
The circular declare! that Caminatti's 
bill threatens a (treat injury to the nnr- 
Bary trade and that germs of disease and 
eggs of insects could not be detected 
with the aid of a 1000-power microscope, 
and in most instances could not be dis- 
covered at all; that the germs of tbe 
apple scale, anthracinos, rust and other 
diseases, very few nurserymen are able 
to detect, many of these diseases being 
entirely unknown as to their history or 
their earl) stages, such as peach yellows, 
which the department of pomology haa 
iopt one man employed investigating for 
six years and yet he has made but little 
progress iu tracing tue origin of tbe 
disease or in detecting its presence on 
vigorous trees. ' 


Tho letter is unfair in that it garbles 


Mr. Caminetti's bill and makes out that 
tho measure is directly opposed to the 
interests oi the people, and Mr. Cami- 
netti proposes to use this circular QB an 
argument in favor ot his bill.

From 
him it was learned that in goini; through 
tho surf at the mouth of Siletz rivor the 
boat was upset aud he was the only one 
saved. The remainder of the partv were 
helped on the boat by Starlett, wh'o is a 
good swimmer. At different times be 
swam out to them and brought them in 
the boat. They failed to keep their hold 
and were washed off and drowned. The 
boat was washed gradually out toward 
Lhe schooner, but as the evening was 
toggy he could not be seen. There is no 
nope ol finding the bodies. Mate Peters 
look the vessel to the month of Yaqnina 
bay where the tug Rustler towed her 
in. She lies in the harbor, between 
Yaquma and Newport, awaiting instruc- 
tions from her owner at Victoria.

for a specific appropriation of $275,000 
for removal of obstructions in the loirar 
Sacramento; of $25,000 for the cloaing of 
Jacob slough; for a specific appropria- 
tion of $300,000 for treatment of the 
Yuba above Marysville, as recommended 
by the commission of October, 1SSS; for 
a yearly appropriation of $25,000 for im- 
provement of tbe navigable channel of 
the Feather; to carry out the snggestions 
of the commission already referred to, 
for Feather river mining dams, $300,000; 
Sacramento river mining dams, ?^00,- 
000; dam on the Yuba at De Guerre 
point, $300,000; dam on the Bear at Van

true or false, has been of auch a dire A Ely 
contradictory character that wo have 
been unable to find any indictments in 
connection therewith. Home of the wit- 
nesses have become suddenly alilicted 
with Icaa of memory to auch on extent 
as to indicate mental imbecility." 


The jury recommends that the attor- 


ney general call the attention of the 
irranil'juries of the various counties to 
tho lieu laud frauds, tho jury being aalis- 
fieii tlmt many persons have made false 
affidavits.

THAT DEADLY ClGAKETrB. 


The wavs and means committee of the 


house will be petitioned to prepare a bill 
invoking the fraternal condemnation of 
the government upon the cigarette habit. 
Representatives Cockran, Cummins and 
Stahlnecker of New York, all have in 
their possession bills which they have 
been petitioned to ioiiodsce providing 
for the suppression of cigarette manufac- 
ture by imposing an internal revenue tax 
of $10 per 1000 on all imported or 
domestic cigarettes sold in this county. 
Accompanying the memorial is a state- 
ment to the effect that throughout the 
United States during the past year there 
have been about 100 deaths of young men 
moelly under 16, from the effects of smok- 
ing paper wrapped cigarettes, and about 
100 men have been consigned to insane 
asylums during the same time from the 
same canae. There never yet has been 
a chemist of any responsibility who haa 
examined paper wrapped cigarettes who 
has not most decidedly pronounced them 
injurious. Tho internal revenue tax is 
now 50 cents per 1000 on them, and the 
proposed tax would place them at a prica 
that children could not pay for them, 
and go further than any state legislation 
could go and meet with the approval of 
nearly every man and woman in the 
country.

Interesting Lecture. 


QCICK1HD DEAD COMMUNICATE 


The 
Leetnrtr 
Supports 
lie 


Scripture's Condemnation of 


SpirUiillsm. 


Kov. W. H. Startin of the Christian 


church delivered the filth lecture in the 
course arranged 
by the Ministerial 


caociation of this city, at theFreeby- 
terian cbnrch on Monday evening. His 
theme was "Spiritualism and the Bible." 


He began by tracing tbe history of 


the manifestations ol those mysterious 
phenomena variously designated in dif- 
ferent periods as necromancy, witchcraft 
and spiritualism, and then proceeded to 
argue that, in order to reach a rational 
conclusion 
concerning the cause or 


causes of occult phenomena, it would be 
necessary to ascertain the mind's relation 
to the body in the acquisition and com- 
munication of knowledge. 


The conclusion of his argument on 
this subject waa that tbough tbe miud 
ordinarily 
gets 
and communicates 


knowledge throngh the organs of the 
body, yet it is not always so ; that the 
mind may perceive without the bodily 
senses, and may communicate with 
another mind immediately without the 
use of tne organs usually employed for 
that purpose, lie cited many examples 
showing that this is the case. 


As to the question why this mode ie 


not always possible, he replied that the 
objects of sense are usually BO obtrusive 
as to prevent the eupersensuous percep- 
tions of the soul from being recognized 
by the mind. 


The lecturer cited instances showing 


that one mind may communicate with 
another mind over great distances by 
immediate revelation such impressions 
as would bo felt by the receiver were he 
to hear a voice, feel a blow, or see the 
form of a person who communicated the 
impressions. He showed further that 
even long processes of thought had been 
thns conveyed immediately from one 
mind to another over great distances. 
All this has been done in cases where 
both parties to the communication were 
in the body. 


The speaker then raised the question, 


"Do disembodied spirits ever communi- 
cate with men iu the flesh?" Heargned 
that he could see no reason why they 
should not, seeing that in death the soul 
had laid aside, so far as we know, only 
those 
bodily 
senses, 
which 
are 


sometimes dispensed with by living men 
in their cpmmnnication with each other. 


After citing two or three examples of 


snch communication between the dead 
and tho living, the speaker concluded 
his lecture by announcing and defending 
the Scripture condemnative of consult- 
ing the dead. .This he did on the ground 
that it is impossible to identify disem- 
bodied spirits, so as not to be led into de- 
ception and ruin by those of an evil kind 
personating the good, and on the further 
ground of the impossibility of discrimi- 
nating those cases of genuine communi- 
cation from the frauds practiced by so- 
caued mediums. This conclusion, ha 
claimed, was justified by the history of 
spiritualism. 
The results had been 


uinous in the case of those, or most of 
hOGC, who had become addicUd to con- 
ulting tbe so-called spirit mediums. 
A full house grunted the lecturer and 
istened with close attention for one 
iour.

The fruit product 
of the state of California ia increasing 
year by year .until the markets are too 
restricted to find profitable sale of all 
onr fruits, especially while we have BO 
many middle men and commission men 
to divide profits with. It haa become 
absolntely necessary to enlarge our 
markets. This cannot be done with 
high priced fruit. 


"The poor man mast consume what 


we produce. The trade of the rich man 
doesn't amount to much. So to reach the 
middle and poorer classes .and get a rea- 
•onable profit on oar product, we will be 
compelled to sell more directly to the 
consumer. This involves a complete 
revolution in the trade and it requires 
some wisdom to arrange matters prop- 
erly go as to avoul too great friction. 
"IhiB is tho object of .the meeting.

Other facton that are hoped to improve 


matters are batter distribution and lower 
prices. The latter, of coarse, depends 
upon the obtaining of lower freight rates

At a meeting of fruit growers at Han- 


ford a few days a«o, W. 8. Porter put 
forth the following plan for the benefit of 
raisin growers: 


Thoroughly organize the state into dis- 


tricts, with one or two representatives to 
etch district; all raisin growers to join 
the raisin growers' association, which 
shall be governed by said representatives 
as directors, with a president and secre- 
tary, ine last named officer to be paid a 
salary. Make it the duty of the secre- 
tary to keep a complete record of al 
proceedings and compile statistics fur- 
nished him by the representatives, giv- 
ing all /acts concerning acreage, crop 
conditions, etc. These statistics and 
comet market reviews to be published 
in a paper exclusively devoted to the 
raisin industry and controlled by the as- 
sociation. Make it the duty of every 
member to subscribe for said paper. 
Send a copy of each issue to every re- 
tailer in the United States, thus keeping 
him posted on the production. The di- 
rectors of the association should have 
power to appoint boards of arbitration 
to settle all disputes between buyer and 
seller, said arbitrators to be composed of 
ret:/ed merchants or men acquaints 
with the roles of commerce. All sales 
to be made by contract and subject to 
adjuttment by the arbitrators. 


The matter of marketing raisins and 


other fruits ban been freely discussed in 
THE RRFDBLICAM, which has particularly 
interested itself in the welfare of this 
vast industry, and many of them pos- 
sessed great merit though defects were 
observed in such.

From the Dally of Friday- 


The Fruit Growers' convention mot 


jeatorday morning at 10 o'clock in 
Armory ball. The attendance waa large, 
nearly every important frnit growing'lo- 
cality in the state being well represented. 
There were also Quite a number of per- 
sons present who we're but indirectly in- 
terested in the industry, and they gave as 
close attention to the matters before the 
convention, however, as the fruit grow- 
ers themselves. 


The temporary chairman, L. W. Buck, 


read the following address: 


"Fellow Citizens—In November last a 


state convention of frnit growers was 
held at Marysville, and among other mat- 
ters diflcaesed was the subject of a plan 
for the profiUble disposition oE onr dried 
fruits. A committee was appointed to 
devise ways and means through which 
an organization might be effected, com- 
posed of N. W. Motheral of Tulare, P. 
W. Butler of Placer, D. Lubin of Sacra- 
mento, John Markefey of Sonoma, and 
G. M. ttray of Butte. This committee 
baa been' actively at wurk, and at ihctr 
request the state board of horticulture 
has called tbie convention, representing 
as it does the chief industry and the 
leading frnit sections of tha state, for tbe 
purpose of considering the advisability 
of organizing into one organization 
to better control and market tbeir pru- 
ducts, and such other busines as may 
come before the meeting. 


"For years the frnit interests of this 


state have been jeopardized by the ex- 
tortionate freight rate charged by tho 
railroads, and by the too frequently un- 
ecrupulouB dealings of middlemen who 
have had the handling of tbe fruit pro- 
duct. Tbe fruit producers have been 
made to Buffer from a moat unfortunate 
competition, which has antagonized 
growers and reduced profits to a disas- 
trous minimum. - A traffic association 
has been formed with headquarters at 
San Francisco, and it is to be hoped that 
they will aid us in this movement and 
for securing proper conces ions. 


"A resolution was adopted at tbe 


Maryiville convention, by a unanimous 
vote, requesting tbe Southern Pacific to 
so reduce the rates on fruit products as 
would encourage the producers in their 
disposition, and thus increase a demand 
for all frnit products. We have received 
an answer in. which tbe company B»JB 
that a meeting of the different roads will 
be held in April, and that tbe subject 
matter will be considered then. We 
should lose no time in adopting ouch 
measures and persist in our demands for 
cheaper ratei till we secure the desired 
result. 


"The tranapoitation companies have 


thns far been very ehott sighted in not 
aiding the producers by giving them a 
rate reasonable enough to insure them a 
profitable return for their products, and 
thereby aid in the general prosperity of 
the state. They have always been of 
the opinion tbat it pays them better to 
handle our products at higher rates and 
thereby limit tbe production and a de- 
mand for It, than as increased produc- 
tion at cheaper rates. Neither can they 
be made to see the rapid strides and 
growth of our industry, which is being 
impeded by the exorbitant rates charged. 


"Withdraw the horticultural industry 


from the maintenance of all transporta- 
tion companies and in five years they 
would go into bankruptcy. Exorbitant 
rates have unfortanately caused frnits in 
Gome years to sell at higher pricea than 
consumers could well afford to pay, and 
in a year of increased production prices 
have necessarily ruled low, and after tbe 
transportation bills have been paid the 
producer's share hag been very meager. 


"You, as producers, must now put 


your energies together to remedy this 
evil, which may m a measure be attri- 
buted to the producers' fault in not fore- 
leetng and acting al the proper time. 


in the parlors of the Hagbes 
o'clock, and with that the 
adjourned till 1.30 o'clock.

W. Buck stated that it been requested 
that the roll of counties be culled to see 
how many were represented.

Mr. Briggs spoke of the mistake there

Mr. Block, ot the state hoard of horti-

"We did not want a dis- 
appointed people who are not prosper- 
ing, he said; it was that state of things 
that brought on anarchy and crime. 


Mr. Gray of Ghico made the speech of 


the day, showing dispassionately and 
logically the condition of the 
fruit 


farmer; that It was not all bad, that the 
production was great and tbe Bareness 
of the e-op to be,depended on; bnt the 
marketing waa so badly mismanaged 
that financial distress and discouraae- 
meot was taking the place of hope and 
prosperity, and the laree crowd present 
was a ailent argument that the vital in- 
terests of the people were involved.

THE EVEMXU SESSION 


The meeting was called to order by 


thechiirman, who announced that the 
meeting would consist of an informal 
talk, rather than a following of a regular 
order of business. He then introduced 
P. B. Armstrong, recently of New York, 
who demurred to making the experimt nt 
of making a public speech, and more 
especially in the presence of bis wife, 
but upon being promised full protection 
by the chair he came forward and made 
a brief statement of tbe enterprise he 
came here to undertake, which, in out- 
line, fa about thia: 


ARMSTRONG'S SCHEME. 


To form a large corporation to secure 


control of the property of the large fruit 
growers by actual purchase, by issuing 
bonds for 33}£ per cent of the agreed 
value and 
stock for the remainder. 


The plan is not yet fully developed 
but Mr. Armstrong has perfect faith in 
it, which constitutes an element of suc- 
cess. Mr. Motheral then in a few re- 
marks made a resume of the day's work, 
referring to the magnitude of the work 
now devolving upon the executive com- 
mittee ofe'eveu upon which now rests the 
responsibility of carrying out the desires 
of the convention. He prophesied many 
blunders, much that might seem lik~e dis- 
appoint men t if not failure, patient judg- 
ment on the part of the people that had 
placed such onerous duties upon them.

On February 6 Simon Rodriguez of 


Firebanghs, swore to a complaint before 
Justice McDonald of Madeia, charging 
Erbano Bornillas, about 30 years old, 
with having committed a rape on Rodri- 
guez's daughter, the latter being under 
14 years of ago.

Speaking of 
the lack of all attempts at advertising 
our fruits abroad, he showed us the bnsi- 
ineis foresight of tbe English people in 
sending their canned soups to the mar- 
kets of San Francisco, and their agents 
present it warmed and appetizing to the 
actual buyers. Mr. Lubin succeeded in 
accomplishing the task he had under- 
taken in explaining the meaning of the 
report. 


After this speech tbe motion to adopt 


the report written WM rescinded and a 
motion to adopt as a whole waa brought 
before the house.

Following is the speech delivered be- 


fore the committee meeting; Wednesday 
and which was to have been read before 
the convention. It is brief, bnt to the 
point: •

"Being one ot your number duly ap- 
ointed as a member of the committee 
y the Farmers' institute at Fowler, I 


deem, it my duty to lay before the com- 
mittee some of the ideas I bave in rela- 
tion to the point at issue, namely, what 
plan can be adopted whereby the growers 
may handle, pack and market the frnit 
of their labor. 


"My firm and candid opinion of the 


matter IB that the only salvation for the 
growers is to pack their own product, 
and as a means to that end the only 
means ol ultimate success is by complete 
co-operation, which is very easily accom- 
plished if all will work in strict harmony. 
There is no denying the fact tbat tho 
prime Interest of one is likewise the 
dominant interest ol all, and harmony is 
the essential element in the composition 
of co-operation^ 


"There are now, always has been and 


always will be those among KB and in all 
lines of business pursuits a certain ele- 
ment whose way of doim? tbeir own or 
other people's business is the one and 
only way in their own estimation. Con- 
sideration for the opinions of others is 
necessary to tbe success of organized 
effort la any and all lines; so let us con- 
sider with a feeling of charity the ideas 
of all, and strive thereby to accomplish 
the end that we all feel and will be of 
benefit to the producers. 


"If co-operative associations can be 


formed throughout the state on the plan 
of the Fresno Kaisiu company, tbe Pro- 
ducers' Packing company, or the Eastern 
Packing company, and the entire pro* 
dutt marketed through one channel, or 
at least in one way, the question will 
slowly settle itself. A frnit and raisin 
exchange is one of the means, and a 
zood one, of bringing about a ropid eola- 
tion oE the problem. 


"This can be established at some suit- 


able center of trade with men at the head 
whose principal interest is not the fur- 
therance of personal ends, but whose 
ideas are laid oot on a broad ar.d liberal 
principal; and in such a way I fail to see 
why we cannot obtain fair and remuner- 
ative prices for our product, which is all 
ws can expect. I do not see why the 
outside packers, those who buy and 
pack only, cannot be members of the 
exchange, provided, of course, they wilt 
allow themselves to be governed by the 
same rules by which the groweri* asso- 
ciations are governed, as we are all 
equally interested in maintaining the 
pricea.

He next commanded Hazel 
to hand over a ring Rhe waa wearing 
which belonged to Mrs. Bryan, and 
which had been given to Hazel bv Judd.

In the meantime 
Bryan's lamentations bad aroused the 
whol« house and Hausted and his party 
hasteiied to leave the unsavory neigh- 
borhood.

SHE BOUGHT HIM CLOTORS. 


The following letter written by Hazel 


to Judd six days after tbe latter's mar- 
riage, shows that Jndd and abe were iu 
constant communication. It also shows 
tbat she was having clothes made for 
Jndd and was otherwise very solicitious 
about him;

Bryan waa continually speakinf to his 


wife and relatives abont the property be 
had. At one time it wai horsee, another 
real eatate and than again a legacy. He 
also made nomeroofl promisea to hii wife 
none of which he fulfilled. Oily re- 
cently he represented that a draft for 
$1500 waa at one of the banks for him 
The reason he conld not gat it, he said, 
was because he had by oversight signed 
himaelfJ.W. instead of G. W. Bryan. 
It turns oat that this statement was 
utterly false. He had also represented 
that he is one of the heirs to an estate of 
*I5,000 left ly hia mother. The will 
bad been contested on the ground that 
the testatrix was of unsound 
mind. 


Bryan bad won several times, bet there 
was still considerable litigation to go 
through, according to his statement, 
some papera which seem to refer to this 
business have been submitted to Judge 
Harris for inspection. 


Jl'DGE HAHRJii KNOWS HIM. 


It is said tbat Judge Harris knows-j 


Bryan's people in Nashville, Tenn., and 
that they are well to do and eminently 
respectable. 
Bryan Is supposed to bave 


received a good education acd graduated 
at law. It ia also repotted that he was 
at one time assistant dietrict attorney of 
Talare county. His love of liquor and 
iu capability of telling the truth have 
probably caused his downfall. 


If all of Bryan's representations about 


his property are as false as in tbe partic- 
ular case ment;oned, it is difficult to 
imagine why hi married his 
wife. He knew she had nothiLD 
pretty face and excellent qualities of 
heart and mind, and that her relatives 
conld not contribute to bis support. It 
is clear besides that he was in love with 
Hazel, which makes the matter more 
gQKzUni; still. No matter honr viewed, 


owever, the enormity of his offense 


stands ont clearly. After winning the 
trusting girl's affection he flung it ruth- 
lessly from him and deserted her, leav- 
ing her penniless and dependent upon 
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her relatives' kindness. 


Bryan is well known by the men 


around town. He has for some time 
been a barkeeper at "The Office" saloon 
and bad a "working" half interest in it.

I have throe other 
kinds o! seedless grapee, the veil known 
Snltana, which yields nearly &• heavily 
as the Thompson, the Corinthian, 
neatly equal in productiveness and su- 
perior in flavor, and in the fact that in a 
thousand tons of them you'll never find 
even a piece ol a seed; and the Zante, 
earlieat and small, bat vhen dried into 
currents most 
delicious of all. The 


average yield of my needless grapes was 
nearly twice as great BB the yield of tha 
Muicats. 


Tne chief advantage of raising seed- 


less grapee IB their earlinesa of ripening. 
They're ready to cure daring the beet 
drying weather of summer, before there 
is any possibility of loss or deterioration 
from even the earliest autumn rains. 
Being thus early in tho market they find 
no competition from other raisins, ex.- 
cept the old remains of the last year's 
crop, Thie always insures ready sale 
and a good price. Although they ripen 
only about two weeks ahead of the Mua- 
cats, owing to better drying weather, 
and their curing more rapidly by reason 
of their smaller siza, they can be put 
into the market nearly, and perhaps 
folly, a month ahead of the great msss 
of the Muscat crop.

PSKSOXAL EXPLANATIOS. 


I recognize the fact that the report o 


the committee teferrei to is a legilimat 
subject of criticism, particularly in 
country more than two thousand miles 
distant from the state in:which the re- 
port was published. 
Bnt in Tennessee 


There the people knew all the facts con 
nected with the terrible Tape of the legis 
latnre by the bondholders in I SSI, no 
explanation waa ever required from me 


I have lived in this county since the 
latter part of the year 1SS7. My wife 
and child were horn here, and here we 
*U expect to live and die. It is conse- 
quently more on account oi tbat wife 
and child than my own that I make tbe 
people of thia county acquainted with a 
transaction in which a relative of mine 
back iu Tennessee, by hii own aworu 
confession made a statement in order to 
protect the interests of the worst lobby 
tbat ever disgraced the annals of that 
etate. It ie mortifying for me to do this 
because it forces me to publish thdt 
which is damaging to the character of 
tbat relative. 
In order that those who read this state- 


ment may fully comprehend it, it will be 
necessary for me to refer briefly to the 
condition of the pnblic mind at the time 
the transaction occurred, aa well as to 
•Ilttde in a few words to tba history of 
the state debt of Tennessee. 


IKS tTATE DEBT, 


FOE MvoraVyeare prior to 1SSO tbo eet- 


tleraent ot the bonded indebtedness of 
the etate of Tennessee, amounting to 
130,000,000, had become a vexed political 
question. A large portion of this debt 
had been created immediately . fltibae- 
•qaeat-to the war while a majority of tbe 
white people were disfranchised, and as 
•they were tbe owners of the' taxable 
property oi Tennessee they .were natur- 
ally opposed to paying the bonds dollar 
ion dollar. 
In 1879 the bondholders 


made m proposition to tbe Tennw&ee 
legislature to settle this indebtedness at 
50 centa on the dollar in bonds beating 
-4 par cent interest. 


This proposition was submitted to the 


• people of the etate and voted down by * 


majority of 39,000. Consequently, when 
the Democratic conventions met shortly 
thereafter in the variouB counties for the 
purpose of nominating candidates for tbe 
ffenate and assembly, the nominees were 
instructed in every instance to vote 
against any act providing for the settle* 
roent of. the state debt at any higher fig- 
ure than 50 cantH on the dollar. 


But when the members were all elected 


it wia found that many of them were 
willing to break their promises to the 
people and settle the debt at any figure 


• agreeable to the bond holders. Quick to 
recognize this fact a powerful lobby wafl 
organized for the purpose of passing a 
bill through the legislature settling tbe 
debt at 100 cants on the dollar with 3 
per cent interest. By such a settlement 
the bond holders would cave $15,000,000. 
This effort on the part of the lobbyists 


• created .the moat intense excitement 


throughout the state, and indignation 
meetings were held in many counties. 


THB BOSD HOLDERS' LOBBY 


• contained many of the most prominent 
.politieiani in Tennessee, among whom 
were Thomas O'Connor, the lessee ef tbe 
penitentiary and member of the national 
Democratic committee for that state, 
Colonel Marshal T. Polk, tbe state treas- 
urer, and others equally well known. 


Daring the pending of this bill it be- 


came known that various senators aad 
assemblymen received large bribes to 
rote for it, 


•Although a very young man at that 


time I was doing all I could to defeat 
the passage of this act. Daring my ef- 
fort*-in thia direction I discovered, aa 
many other persons did, facts that were 
•very damaging to the friends of the 
measure. 


• After the passage of tbe bill certain 


citizens of Tenneaaee employed 
the 
•blest counsel in the state to enjoin tue 
etate officials from executing the act. 
Several reasons were given for taking 
-tiui step, among them being the charges 
of bribery to which I have above re- 
ferred. Oat of these charges grew the 
appointment of a legislative committee 
«f investigation. 


Then came the moat strenuous and 
Desperate efforts on tbe part ot the lob* 
brute to keep the truth from getting to 
the public. Mcney w« spent like water 
fcecausa an exposure meant tbo political 
Tnin, of maoy prominent people. Some 
men were bribed into silence, others 
were run out of the state, while yet 
•«tben were frightened into shameful 
•cnbtervfence. In other wordi tba same 
tectlu were practiced tbat our people 
her* in California were mode famitiar 
with in Judge Wallace's tfftrti to un- 
earth the senatorial combine and other 
legitlative boodlen. 
Consequently, when I laid before the 


«ommlttM all tha information I hod 
tathered.it creattd flncb consternation 
•moot the bribers aod bribe takers tbat 
«nry effort waa mad* to break the force 
«f my teatimottr. My life was not only 
4braat*ned. but ray personal character 
in* attacked by Innuendo and insinua- 
tion. Bat my evidence wai so strongly 
corroborated by circcmitancea tbat but 
«o*witne*l (Walter L. Branefonl) could 


. b* fonnd to contradict me, and he did BO 


in every particular iu which it win de- 
•Irttd that he •boald. In fact he did cot 
*top at titat point but contradicted 


a*lf on all the iMpottaat iatoet. Bat 
Irutfofd WH olfo CMtndkted by 
MaMn. Bell, Taylor. MeGarock and 
other* who w«e examined u to matters 
t*«tifi*d to by m». 
lord ia a Mlatta ol mine, and I aboold 
state b*rt that membwaol bit family 
and man* other people have »ewi eo»- 
eidered "bim nno vhao drinki»e or 
Otberwiae exciUd. 


TO 1>Q&£ A 6KN1TOK. 


Like mywU, Branaford w»a bittwly 


opposed to the bill until th« morning it 
wae to come up for final ptMag*. On 
the night before that day. while be WM 
y.-t working agoinii the bill, bt ap- 
proached me in tbo lobby of a hotel and 
epoke about aa follows : 


"Senator Barrett declares he wUl not 


vote for the bill even if he baa to take a 
dote of croton oil to as to make him too 
oiclc to attend the oenate chamber tomor- 
row. 
While he bos agreed with the lob- 


byiita to support the meaacre, he has 
promised hia people at home never to 
support it." 
I remarked that he and Barrett hail 


better not think of croton oil as it might 
prove too dangerous. 
He then asked me to see a physician 


and get something that would make the 
eenator eick but would in no wise injure 
him, I saw the physician as requeated 
becanse I believed that Birrett really de- 
sired to take the medicine. 


This came physician afterwards testi- 


fied before the committeethat he thought 
I was to take the medicine. On return- 
ing to the hotel X gave Braneiord the pre- 
scription and laughingly mentioned the 
matter to some gentlemen who were go- 
ing visitinc with me that evening. The 
dose was never administered because 
Bransford joined hands with the bond- 
holders shortly afterwards. 


Daring the investigation that followed 


the passage of the bill tbe only thing 
that it was found possible to use against 
me was Bradford's testimony in refer- 
ence to this prescription. Upon this 
point lie swore I had given it to hirr 
without any solicitation on his part, nnc 
that ho was horrified at the idea is 
suggested. This testimony was intro- 
diK-ed by the bondholders with the hope 
that I would thus be shown to be of ED 
reckless a character that anything I 
said ftbont bribery, etc., would not be 
credited. 
But happily for me and the people oi 


Tennessee, snch an effect was not pro- 
duced upon the public mind, for no one 
believed Bransford's story. 


On the other hand a conviction pre- 


vailed throughout the state that far more 
rascality had been practiced by members 
of the legislature than we could prove 
and aseoon as the in junction suit reachec 
the supreme court the 100-3 act was de 
dared unconstitutional. 


A COKfESSIOS OF PEBJUBY. 


A year ago tot Becembsr I heard tha 


Branaford was very alck in Nashville 
Tenn., and that he desired to make a 
written statement in reference to the in 
justice done me by'his testimony before 
the Investigating committee. 


I paid no attention to this information 


as I required no vindication back in 
Tennessee. 
He grew worse, however 


and was expected to die at any time, one 
Kev. Dr. David C. Kelly, a distinguished 
Methodiit minister, was called in to pray 
for him, and it waa during this critica 
period tbat the following statement was 
prepared and sworn to by Bransford and 
mailed to me: 


THE SWORS STATEMENT. 


"Sashvnie, Tenn., March 9, 1891. 


"I take this means of doing a simple 


act ot justice to Lonis B. BfcWhirter, 
which should have been performed be- 
*ore. 


"In 1881, when tha legislature of Ten 


nessee ww conducting, an investigation 
of the pfiesoge of the 100 3 bill, great ex- 
citement existed throughout the state, 
ind particularly in Nashville, where the 
esislature was in teeaion. 
Money bad 


wen spent moat lavishly to secure tbo 
tsssage of this measure, and aa the 
)etnocratic party "in convention aaaem- 
>led had adopted a platform opposing 
Buch a settlement as that contained in 
the 100-3 bill, great indignation was ep 
pressed in every county in Tennessee. 
Many men-then prominent in politica of 
the state had assisted in the passage of 
the measure and they believed that the 
exposure of one meant the rain, social 
and political, of all. 


"Louii B. McWhirter WM opposed to 


;be passage o! the bill throughout. Be 
aod, however, secured, information con- 
cerning methods used to pass tbe bill 
which WOB exceedingly damaging tc cer- 
tain influential persons, and as tie in- 
sisted on telling the investigating com- 
mittee all that he knew, it was resolved 
to break down hia testimony as far as 
possible. 


"A day previous to the passage of the 


bill, believing that a certain senator who 
did not desire to vote for the bill wonld 
ba willing to take a done of medicine that 
would GO incapacitate him as to prevent 
bim being proBoat when the final vote 
was to be taken, I met McWhirter and 
bad labatontiaily tbe following conver- 
sation : 


'Senator Barrett does not deeire to vote 


Tor the 100-3 bill. He promised his con- 
stituents tbat he would not vote for such 
a measure, but since coming here he has 
iromieed certain lobbyists to vote for it. 
I he does not vote for it the bill cannot 
10 pawed. Now I believe that I can get 
lira to take a 3ose of craton-oil or Bome- 
hing else that will put him in bed for a 
ew dayB. and then he will have a valid 
excuse for not being in the senate cham- 
ber when the bill comes up.

ofhisCBarrett'a) part of such a design 
apon him. My recollection now is that 
Mr. Braneford waa the only witness by 
whom this proof was attempted. Be tha 
as it may, I can state without hesitation 
that Mr. McWhirter'a statement was in 
my opinion the truth, and sustained by 
the facts developed in the case. 


"I recall even at this late date with 


distinctness that he was ono of the most 
resolute and determined assistants that 
my associates and myself had in these 
endeavors to expoHO the corruption 
which tainted the 100-3 legislation. 


".First of all was the injunction case. 


Then' an attempt on our part to indict 
them before the grand jury.

He wftB sentenced to twenty 
rftara in the penitentiary and wan cap* 
tosed to have committed suicide a few 
veeks before the supreme court was to 
iave affirmed his sentence.

Says the Chronicle of yesterday: "The 


trainmen of the Southern Pacific in tbe 
San Joaqain valley are discussing ft new 
sat of grievances against tho Southern 
Pacific company. They declare that the 
present schedule of wages and mUes run 
a day is not a just one, and they want to 
build it up so as to make it more favor- 
able to their side. They aseezt that on 
some rona the men receive less pay than 
on the Santa Fe or on the Northern Pa- 
cific. Then, too, the division terminus 
has been changed from Tnlare to Fresno, 
which they say gives them more work 
than they had to do before for the same 
pay. Brakemen complain, too, that they 
have to sweep out their cars, which is not 
demanded of brakemen on any road in 
the country except the Southern Pacific. 
Tbe men will formulate their grievances 
nnd present them to tbe officers of the 
road in a short time. It is likely that 
the new rules to be adopted by tbe rail- 
road company on June 1 will do away 
with some of tbe matters complained of 
by the trainmen. The railroad people say 
there is no likelihood of any change in 
the wages of employes for the present, aa 
traffic is light."
